The Energy and Minerals Division, U.S. General Accounting 
Office is undertaking a study to assess "Alternatives to Stockpiling 
Strategic and Critical Materials (Code 00824)." As part of the 
study GAO will be accommodating a request from the Senate Committee 
on Banking, Housing, and Urban Affairs, to examine the planning 
assumptions upon which the stockpile policy is founded. Our work
